Judge: 

We, the Grand Jury, empaneled for 
the September 1950 Term of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Hancock County, Missis- 
sippi, have concluded our labor and 
beg leave to make this our final report. 

We have been in session 2 days, 
have examined 14 witnesses, investi- 
gated 4 cases, and have returned two 
two bills.

The screens are in bad condi- 
tion and should be replaced by new 
Screens immediately, and we recom- 
mend that some disinfectants be used 
to destroy or control the odor im the 
jil. 

We have inspected the County Court 


and as far as we are able to ascertain 
from a casual inspection of the records 
of the various officers they appear to 
be well and accurately kept. 

We find there is inadequate space for 
the storing and keeping of the school 
books and other records necessary to 
be kept by the County Superintendent 
of Education's office, and we recom- 
mend that adequate shelves be pro- 
vided for the keeping of the school 
books and for the keeping of the records 
required to be kept by the County 
Superintendent of Education.

We find there is inadequate space | 
in the office of the Clerk of the Chan-

We have investigated and made a 
study of the Home for the Indigent of 
Hancock County, and we find this 
Home to be well kept clean and sani- 
tary. We recommend that the Home be 
removed from its present location to 
higher ground. From our observation we 
find from extremely high tide some 
time two or three feet of water covers 
these grounds, and we think it would 
be to the interest of all concerned if 
a more suitable location could be ub- 
tained for this worthwhile undertaking 
of the County. 

In pursuance to the direction of the 
last Grand Jury, the Election Commis- 
sioners filed with this Grand Jury 
photostatic copies of its minutes show- 
ing the actions that had been taken by 
the Election Commissioners. This re- 
cord is a public record now and should 
be investigated, and studied by those 
of interest in the proceedings of this 
record.

Atlanta Chosen as Site Of 
Regional School Industrial 
College Armed Forces’ 


Atlanta has been selected by the 
Industrial College of the Armed Forces 
as the scene of a regional school in 
economic mobihzation for 
industry. labor and education, as well 
as, certain senior reserve Army, Navy 
and Air Force officers to be conducted 
by the Industrial College of the Armed 
Forces. The course will be held during 
the period October 30 to November 10 
at the Atlanta Division of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. 

Three hundred prominent civilians 
and Army, Navy and Air Force reserve 
officers from throughout the Third Ar- 


nomic Mobilization Course, it will be 
presented by instructors from the In- 
dustrial College of the Armed Forces 
in cooperation with Third Army, Sixth 
Naval District, Fourteenth Air Force 
and Georgia Military District. 
Brigadier General George H. Weems, 
Chief of the Georgia Military District, 
yesterday explained that instruction 
would consist of a condensed version 
of the full 10-month course given at 


the Industrial College in Washington, 
D: Ç; 
“Instruction includes a broad pre- 


sentation of the principles of economic 
mobilization from an education aspect.” 
he said. “As the Industrial College is 
an education institution and is neither 
a planning nor an operations agency, 
it is impracticable to include informa- 
tion for individuals or industrial organ- 
izations as to the specific part they 
will play in any future mobilizauon. 
However, representatives of the Na- 
ticnal Security Resources Board and the 
munitions Board take part in present- 
ing the course lecturing on the actıvities 
of their respective board on the final 
day of the course.” 

A civilian selection committee has 
been appointed by General Weems to 
invite prominent leaders in the field 
of education, industry and labor to 
attend the course. Of the 300 men to 
attend, 130 will be civilians with the 
balance of the enrollment made up of 
reserve officers. 

The civilians to attend will be select- 
ed by a committee of prominent civil- 
ians appointed by General Weems. He 
has also appointed an arrangements 
committee and a publicity committee. 

The selection committee is headed by 
Jackson P. Dick, vice-pres. of the Geor- 
gia Power Company. Others who have 
agreed to serve on the committee are: 
Hal S. Dumas, president of the South- 
ern Bell Telephone and Telegraph Co.; 
Erle Cocke, president of the Citizens 
and Southern National Bank; Colonel 
Blake R. Van Leer, president of the 
Georgia Institutite of Technology; H. 
W. Bondurant, vice-president of South- 
ern Railway System; O. M. Jackson, 
president of the Monitor Company of 
Georgia; Freeman Strickland, vice-pres- 
ident of the Trust Company of Geor- 
gia; L. B. Raisty, senior economist with 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta 
and Harry G Thornton, president of 
the First National Bank of Elberton. 

The selection of Army, Air Force 
and Navy Reserve officers to attend 
the course will be based on applica- 
tions submitted by the officers to their 
respective civilian component headquar- 
ters. In the case of Army officers this 
will be the military district of the 
state in which they reside, Navy of- 
ficers, the Sixth Naval District, Charles- 
ton, S. C., and Air Force officers, Head- 
quarters Fourteenth Air Force, Robins 
Air Force Base, Macon, Georgia. 


RESERVISTS

FOREST PRODUCTS ONE 
OF MISSISSIPPI’S CHIEF 
SOURCES OF INCOME 


Timber products are one of the 
“chief sources of income to Mississip- 
i pians. About one-fifth of the timber 
cut im the form of fuel wood, fence 
| posts, and other domestic items. The 
rest of the timber cut is principally 
| fur commercial use and goes to con- 


centration points and plants. 

Most of the umber processed or con- 
sumed within the state is obtained lo- 
cally. Sawmills get 74 percent of their 
ı logs, cooperage plants get 61 percent 
of their timber, and veneer plants get 
44 percent of their logs from local 
counties. But a substantial volume of 
umber is hauled longer distances to 
‘plants, particularly pulpwood. Pulp 
! mills draw 45 percent of their wood 
fsom beyond a radius of 50 miles. 
| The above facts are presented by 


Area Ranger C. L. Leonard, of the Mis- | 


:sissipp1 Forest Service in summarizing 
the recent release of the Southern For- 
(est Experiment Station on the subject 
“Mississippi's Forest Industry.” 

In discussing this report Ranger Leo- 
nard pointed to the conclusions reached 
ın the study: 

“Mississippi's forest-products indus- 
tries are based on a declining resource, 
and since the beginning of World War 
there has been no falling off in 
total raw timber output. The volume 
of total timber cut has been sustained 
i primarily by an increase in pulpwood 
production and by industry adjustments 
in the utilization of other products. 
One important adjustment has been a 
i gradual shift in principally lumber and 
sume pulpwood production from soft- 
wood species to the more plentiful 
hardwoods 

“In view of the changes in the forest 
resources the prospect for sustaining 
timber output for most products at 
recent levels is doubtful. Only through 
immediate and considerable improve- 
ments in forest management and by 
further adjustments in utilization can 
the forest industry hope to sustain 
timber production at the levels of recent
